Rhodes-Hochriem Max'.:factl'iuxg 
Co., a corporation duly organized under the 
law3 of the State of Illinois. Manufacturers 
ot Coin -controlled Ticket -vending Weighing 
5 Scales, of 150 North Desplaines Street, 
Chicago, State of Illinois, United States of 
America, hereby declare this invention and 
the manner in which it is to be performed, 
to be fully described and ascertained in and 
10 by the following statement: — 

The present invention refers more particu- 
larly to a device for selecting or separating 
coins according to their respective sizes. 
One application of the present invention is 
15 in connection with coin controlled mech- 
anisms in which it is desirable to operate the 
device only with coins of a predetermined 
value, and where coins of different values 
have different sizes. For instance, there is 
20 a material difference in th;2 diameters re- 
spectively of pennies and half pennies. 
Where a machine is intended to be operated 
by a penny, it frequently happens that per- 
sons will attempt to operate the machine by 
25 inserting a half penny. 

One of the objects of the present inven- 
tion, is to provide means for rejecting the 
half penny in such cases, while retaining the 
I^nny for operation of the macliiue, and rhe 
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machine permits the return of the half 
penny to the person. 
In the drawings — 

Fig. 1 is a front elevational view with 
parts in vertical section, showing a coin 5 
chute equipped with the present invention. 

Fig. 2 is a side elevational view of Fig. 1 
illustrating the coin selecting device of rhe 
present invention. 

Fig. 3 is a cross sectional view taken ou 10 
line 3—3 of Fig. 2. 

Fig. 4 is a perspective view illustratir.g 
more particularly the coin selecting device. 

Referring more in detail to the drawing?. 
I designates a porrion of rhe housing of a 15 
coin controlled ni.'ichine provided with an 
opening 2 leading into the hollow interior or 
a relatively short chute 3. For the purpos:; 
of the present invention, the chute 3 
be considered substantially tubular in oro^^ 20 
section, and as being made of metal. 'Hie 
relatively short ciiute 3 taper? .-iighrly in a 
downward direction as shown. A portio'.i 
of the front of the chiuo 3 project.^: in front 
of the front face of the cabinet 1 and '-s 95 
preferably provided with the outwardly ex- 
tending wings 4 facilitating the insertion of 
a coin into coin receiving oixMiing 5. 
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The rear end of the relatively short chute 
3 communicatee with the downwardly ex- 
tending chute 6. The chute 6 has a pro- 
nounced projection in a downward direction 
.5 whereas tho short chute 3 tapers only 
slightly in a downward direction. 

Describing now the feature of the present 
invention, in one wall of ihe chute 3 is pro- 
vided an opening 7. the size of which is care- 
fully predetermined in ordf^r that coins of a 
?jmall size wiii be deflected thiough rliis 
oj^ening, while coins of a larger size will bo 
retained by the side edges of vhe opening 
and caused to pass into the chute 6. ^fore 
specifically, assume that- the coin controlled 
machine is to be operated by a penny, 
designated at 3. aiid a person attempts to 
in?ert a smaller coin, for instance, a half 
penny. The coin being inserted into the 

20 coin receiving opening 5 will roll on its edge 
gravitationally downwardly. The size of 
the opening 7 has been regulated in order 
that the half penny will be rejected, and 
tho penny retained. The half penny being 

25 smaller, will pass as shov;n clearly in Fig. 
I , through the opening and may be returned 
to the person inpijrting it. for instance by 
providing the receptacle 10 into which it 

" may fall. A portion of the receptacle 10 
may project beyond the housing of the 



machine. The penny which is larger than' 
the half penny, will be held between the 
edges defining the opening, and due to the 
slight downv.-ard slope of the chute 3 wilj 
fall into the chute G. The coin 8 will then 
operate the machine in an obvious manner. 

Having now fully described and ascer- 
tained our said invention and the manner in 
which it is to be performed, we declare that 
what we claim is: — 

1- A coin selecting device of that tvp^ in 
which a coin cliute contains a lateral o[>ening 
for a dischar^o of coins which are too small 
for the chute, including in the chute a j>or- 
tiou in which the coin is inserted aiid a por- 
tion in' which the coin continuea to travel- 
the tM^o portions being interconnected by a 
deflected coin chute ponion in' which the 
opening for the discharge of 'incorrect coins 
is provided. 

2. A coin selecting device, substantially 
as described and shown, and for the purpose 
set forth.
